Dempsey farmhouse and telephoned 
to the police. 
The body was stripped 
of everything of value, including $2 in 
money, silver watch and gold chain, 
m d a gold stick pin. 
The head of the murdered man was 
covered with a piece of sack. 
The 


b o d y was lying face down about six 
feet from the road fence, and between 
it and the road were 
some 
hazel 
bushes, cutting off the view from the 
road. 
The body was 
brought 
to 
Madison and is in the possession of 
Coroner M. W. Lynch. 
Bardeuheier was 42 years old. 
He 
came here from Chicago a few months 
ago and established a retail jewelry 
and watch repairing business. 
He was 
about six feet tall and weighed 326 
pounds. 
A supposed farmer came to 
the store and tried to sell vegetables, 
butter and egg*. 
He said he had a 
large clock at home that was in need 
of repairs, hut he could not bring it 
to the citv. 
An engagement was made 
for Bardeuheier to go to the farm. 
Ile was directed t<» go to the end of 
the *trcet car line, where a buggy 
would he waiting. 
It is believed by 
the police that the supposed farmer 
was a tramp or member of a party of 
thugs, that this fellow led Murden- 
heier through the woods where the 
gang attacked and killed him.
